FINAL RUGBY GAME WON IN LAST SIX MINUTES 
Edmund Burke, Noted Baritone, Sings To-Night At The St. Denis 



McGILL SOCCER ELEVEN WON 
INTERCOLLEGIATE TITLE BY 
DEFEATING R.M.C. CADETS 

Victory in Kingston Ended Successful Season — First Time 
Soccer Title Has Come to McGill After Fourteen Years 
of Contest— Whole Team Played Well— Displayed 
Great Speed and Fine Combination — Seaton did the 
Hat Trick, Scoring First Three Goals— R. M. C Goal- 
ie Played Wonderful Game. 



For the first time in history a Mc- 
Gill Soccer team succeeded m win- 
nïnç the livterooJlegiaftc Champion- 
ship when they decisively defeated th« 
RoyaJ Military Colle.ce on Saturday 
by a score of 4-0. By obtaining this 
result the anvbi'ion of ihe Bed and 
White players has been realized and 
ihey have just-fled ail the interest 
taken in them during the past fix 
weeks- Few teams can boast a record 
such as thni possessed by the Soccer 
eleven, for achieving six splendid 
Motorics over local senior cluhs. they 
were able to close their season by a 
brilliant triumph over their collegi- 
ate rivals. 

By d<-fmtin:r 'Varsity on Friday. 
Fî. M . C. became finalists with Mc- 
Gill for Intercollegiate honours, and 
raced on to the field trith the flush 
or victory still fresh on them, and 
looked as ii they might repeat the 
previous day's performance. The Mc- 
Gill tram were also quite confident. 
* and in the few moments of limber- 
ing up before the came, impressed 
the onlookers wiah the neatness and 
finish of their passes and headword. 

The good fortune that îlad so ab y 
assisted the Cadets seemed inclined 
to Pt.Hl befriend them, for Ewidon, 
•winninc the toss, elected to kick trith 
the wind, tvith the additional advant- 
age of having the McGill men face 
the setting sun. As soon a« the ini- 
tia.! whistle went, the McGill team 
moved forward, and a series of beau- 
tiful passe* almost had its reward 
•by a sli"t from Balleny. Except for 
occasional spasmodic rushes the Hi 
M. C. trere confined tn their own 
half of the field, and were fully oc- 
cupied defending their goal. After 
about twenty miroutcg play, Seaton 
netted hii- first goal, which iie quick- 
ly followed by two others before the 
first half was over. Only once ran 
the McGill goal threatened during the 
first, half, and on that occasion Da- 
vidson proved himself worthy of lis 
place on the "-earn. 

Soon after the resumption of play 
Moffatt sent the ball through the 
posts for the fourth goal, and as by 
this time the lead was quite sub- 
nta.ntlal and it seemed that the Red 
and White forwards could score anv 
time they wanted to. 'hey contented 
theinse:v<.. s with giving an exhibition 
Of clever footwork and excellent com- 
bina Hon that was most annoying O 
their baffled opponents. Many times 
the R. M. C. defence was broken, 
amd the ffoa.1 keeper was given an 
(idea of what it. means to be under 
fire. In n:,my Instances the ball, tra- 
velling at. a tremendous pace, missed 
the bars by inches and in others only 
the brilliance of the goatl-kceplng 
saved the Cadets from a more over- 
whelming defeat. 

During the second half the McOn' 
backs were almost continuously on 
■tlhc half line and even went -o far 
as to try shots themselves. The R. 
M. C. employed a rather novel hut 
effective means of defence when they 
rcali'Jcd the hopelssncss of breaking 
up the Mcpill combination by or- 
dinary methods. Thoy wou'.d move as 
a group of four or five and Hhut in 
the ployer, thus ' uhaiing the play by 
•their number*. But 'his also had its 
<1lsavau»ago tor them; a M 'hey wore 
itnab.c to avoid one anothei wl>en 
they secured the ball, and so icndnr- 
cd their play useless. 

By far the moat outstanding mon 
on '-he. K. M . C. te.-.m was tin- ?o«l 
Steeper ami he was given every, op- 
portunity t.,j display his ability.. He 
effected some stops that were Mile 
nhor: of marvel. ous and which re- 
quired trainod Judgment and agility. 
X<ondon. a-s centre half played a 
Wonderful g.xme and .deserved better 
yonulta than he obtained. The R. M. 



C. fought gamely every moment o f 
a losing: game and would not ac- 
knowledge defeat until the blast of 
the final whistle. 

It i p impossible to give any one 
man on the McGill eleven any spe- 
cial credit, as every man seemed ob- 
sessed with the one desire to bring 
to McGill the Intercollegiate Cham- 
pionship. This resulted in splendid 
team work, and only in cases of ab- 
solute necessity was there any. indul- 
gence in individual play. Cave and 
Stephenson as backs, co-ordinated 
splendidly and supplemented each 
others efforts on every occasion. To 
their credit it must bel said thai dur- 
ing ninety minutes of play, neither of 
thorn made a mis-kick in a position 
where offences of this nature are so 
freciuent. Sr. much prHlso has alrea- 
dy been showered on Giovanni, At- 
dale and Helwig, who constitut- the 
half-line, that H is impossible to say 
anymore than that they surpassed 
all their prevltms efforts on Satur- 
day. 

Every man on the forwirj line was 
brilliant. Moffatt's goal was off one 
of Balicnt's inimitable corners, and 
t. was throutfli KeJland'n acoufttte 
centreing that Se-aton was able to 
shoot one of his goals. Soott contri- 
buted much towards the combination 
of the forward line, and his lack of 
goals is largely due to hl s unselfish- 
ness. Seaton. who captains the team, 
and who has been most responsible fo.- 
its success through the season distin- 
guished hi/wclf by securing the hat- 
trick, that is. scoring three goals In 
succession. He /.rteraJly made rings 
around his opponent and played his 
best game for the yea-. When he 
graduates next spring. It will he dif- 
ficult to replace him. 

This was the final match of the 
season for the Soccer Club, and the 
men will await next year's games, 
content to be the defenders of. and 
not contenders for. the Intercollegiate 
•rophy.

14 to 13 score l n Toronto, and though 
they played up to tho standard that 
was expected of them they could not 
stop the Bed and White pigskin 
artists. Tho McGill squad played the 
game of their lives and It I s safe to 
say that they would have given any 
team In Canada a hot argument on 
Saturday. Every man was on his toes 
and played like demons. However, 
there were a two men whose work 
certainly deserves special mention.

While the 
senior squad at the Stadium were defeating the blue-sweatcred 
men from 'Varsity who had so lately given the championship 
Queen's team such a battle, the University's soccer team gained 
the intercollegiate association football title by defeating the Royal 
Military College eleven in Kingston. 

The victory of the soccer team was a fitting culmination to 
a season in which the McGill men by playing good .fast and clean 
football had with one single exception won all their contests against 
some of the city's best teams. On Saturday they reached the goal 
towards which McGill soccer teams have been striving for four- 
teen years, and brought the intercollegiate championship to their 
Alma Mater. 

J hough no championship was at stake in the "Varsity-Mc- 
Gill senior rugby game, that contest aroused the greatest interest 
and enthusiasm among graduates and undergraduates of McGill 
No explanation is needed as to why this should be so. For a quar- 
ter of a century it has always been the same. Though Queen's may 
win the championship, Toronto and McGill are the traditional 
rivals. And when they met on Saturday, the largest crowd of the 
year was present in the Stadium. The contest, hard-fought as it 
was, was yet not without instances of good sportsmanship on both 
sides to bear witness to the high standard of intercollegiate sport. 
The record of Toronto-McGill gridiron struggles is a long one, 
one of which each university may well be proud, one which should 
lead them to look forward to a still longer record of such .contests 
in the future.

Herbert Hoover who visited Mont- 
real last summer to investigate Hie 
deep waterways project and who was 
the guest of the local Harbor Com- 
missioners during his stay is nyini- 
festlng it is rumored the greatest In- 
terest in the coining session. While 
he has made no statements to the 
pvess of the Dominion it is slated 
that the outcome of the event is in- 
terest in? him tremendously. 

Silence is maiintn.Ined in both camps 
at the present time and while there 
is no siprn of a cross-bench .party ex- 
perience in past years has taught 
that cross-benchers are bound to 
be manifesting themselves in largo 
numbers at the coming session. 

The West remwins silent regarding 
the coming session. The members of 
the Government from Western Cana- 
da ' refuse to be interviewed, whlls 
those of the opposition maintain a 
mournful silence which bodes no good 
for the Government. It is understood 
that the recent coal problem has been 
occupying much of their attention, 
but no information can be gathered 
on the matter. 

The Government leader maintains 
his firm resolution to pilot the bii: 
through to what he -hopes twill be 
success.. Xotiilng can be gained from 
the opposition leaders since the ma- 
jority of .them arc still up north dis- 
cussing the problems of legislation 
with the lumbermen and gaining tre- 
mendous ovations everywhere. Ahlti 1 '! 
is still re-echoing the cheers accorded 
the Opposition leader and his col- 
leagues last Friday night at he 
spectacular rally held there. 

Up to the present there has been 
no soap-box oratory from the Govern- 
ment as was indulged in. by some or 
the leaders a day before the last sen 
sion of the parliament- Whether they 
will repeat their former action is not 
known. 

The fact that the present adminis- 
tration retailed its position by a very 
slender majority at the last silting 
makes Saturday evening's outcome 
exceedingly doubtful. Politicians are 
gritting their teeth and nerving them- 
selves for one of the hottest encount- 
ers in years and while the exact na- 
ture of the bill Is not as yet known, 
since the Government in its usual 
manner persists in delaying publica- 
tion of the bill, orators on both sides 
of the house ore winding up a flow • f 
■.iieii as will no doubt surpnrfi 
anything that has ever been done be- 
fore on the parliament floor. 

Nothing has been heard from in* 
Americans who will be present ex- 
cept thut two of them, being in favor 
of the opposition's policies, will Hi le 
with that party while one of them 
will join forces with the' Govern- 
ment.
